1950, Paragraph 3, The three shipments from Schoenhausen to Templin on 
9 and 13 July 1950 probably carried troops with vehicles and equipment 
but there are no indications as to what units these shipments helong. 


Since Neubukow was the loading station of the shipment, this unit prob~ 
ably was an AAA unit, cossibly of the 32d AAA Div, stationed in the 
Pionier Kaserne at the Rrandenburg airfield.
